L.U.J.F. STUDENTS’ CONFERENCE 
Solidarity with Israeli Youth

About one hundred and fifty students, representing Jewish Students’ 
Societies from the whole country, attended the 38th Annual Conference 
of the Inter-University Jewish Federation of Great Britain and Ireland, 
held last week at the- Higher Broughton Synagogue. Rooms, Manchester. 
Dr. C. L. Chernick, Chairman of the Federation, presided. 

During the last session the whole Executive resigned en bloc. This 
was as the result of a motion of censure which was passed on the Execu- 
tive for failing to submit a written report to the conference on the imple- 
mentation of resolutions made at the 1955 conference. 


A resolution to the effect that both 
the Executive and constituent societies 
should submit such written reports to 
the conference had been passed on the 
first day of the proceedings and time 


Some of the large number of delegates 


had been given for their preparation. 
Although four, of the societies had 
prepared their reports, the Executive 
attempted to submit merely a verbal 
report to the confersnce. This fact 


caused the motion of cénsure to 


passed on the Executive, after which 
they resigned, and the newly elected 
airman, Mr. Edgar Neufeld, was 
compelled to take over the proceed- 
ings. The old executive then agreed to 
return to the platform in order to give 
assistance to Mr, Neufeld. 
ollowing the Chairman's report a 
resolution was passed to. the effect that 
the conference considered recent Israeli 
action in Sinai to be justified in view 
of the unremitting Egyptian provocation, 


and- deplored the fact that the executive 
had given no lead whatsoever during the 
recent fedayeen incidents, the fighting in 
Sinai, and the persecution of feliow-Jews 
in Egypt; and reaffirmed its continuing 
solidarity with Israeli youth. 


The conference also passed a resolu- 
tion regretting that in an article in THe 
Jewisn Curonicie of December 7, 1956, 
a Vice-Chairman of the Federation, Mr, 


Charles L. Corman, condemned the 
University. of London Jewish Union 
Society its alleged apathy and 


inactivity, and stating that the conference 
dissociated itself entirely from that 
article. 

Mr. Glicher stated that the Manches- 
ter Hillel House Commitiee had made 
considerable progress, and in the near 
future a Hille) House would be opened 
in Manchester. 

Mr. H. Smith, Vice-President of the

SPIRITUAL DARKNESS 


wn top AN WIN IND ND 
TANNO. 


HE darkness that descended 

upon Egypt with the ninth 

of the Ten Plagues is 
depicted in this week's Sidra in one 
short sentence. “There was 4 
thick darkness in all the land of 
Egypt three days: they saw not one 
another, neither rose any from his 
place for three days” (Exod. x, 
22/23). 

A brief description indeed,’ shorter 
than that of any of the other plagues. 
Yet how full and pregnant of mean- 
ing! The very text itself, one might 
say, seems bent upon bursting the con- 
fines of its plain, ordinary sense. The 
words themselves seem to “cry out” 
for good, traditional homiletics. Ia 
the parlance of the rabbis: RIPON PRN 


"swt NON AIM “The verse 
itself begs for its Midrashic ¢xposi- 
tion.” 

“ They saw not one another.” That 
properly describes the effects of total 
darkness. But “ neither rose any from 
their places” seems strange in this 
context What has it to do with a 
plague of darkness ? How can physical 
mobility, the bodily getting up from 
one’s place, by human beings be 
affected by.a withdrawal of light ? 

Jewish commentators, therefore, 
medieval and modern, prefer to see in 
this text rather a striking description 
of the effects of spiritual darkness 
than a mere picture of physical black- 
out. The withdrawal of the light of 
sympathy and understanding from the 
human heart immediately. affects man 
in that he “ ceases to see” his fellow- 
man Spiritual darkness results in 
egocentric contraction in place of 
altruistic expansion. 


N such darkness man’s soul withers 

away, for there is no more progress 
in wt for the human heart. Social 
feelings and emotions become petrified 
and real human relations soon come 
io a Standstill.. Spiritual darkness 
inevitably brings with it social decay 
and cultural atrophy. Man no more 
“ rises from his place.” A stop is put 
to human progress and an end is set 
to the advance of the human spirit. 

“ A man that sees not. his fellow- 


men rises not from his place.” What 
a telling motto in the cause of human 
fellowship | It recalls a well-known 
Chassidic story, one that has found 
an illustrious place in modern Jewish 
literature—the story of the window 
and the mirror. To the great Kotzker 
Rabbi there came a wealthy follower 
from the industrial city of Lodz to 
obtain his blessing. The time was 
towards the middle of the nineteenth 
century, when a somewhat belated 
jndustrial revolution began to make 
its way in Eastern Europe. On the 
back of this miniature industrial 
revolution, not without exploitation 
and oppression, many a _ wealthy 
Chassid of the time had thriven and 
grown rich. Our suppliant was one 
of them. 


NO sooner had the Chassid entered 
his threshold when the rabbi took 
him by the arm and led him to fhe 


window that overlooked a- busy 
thoroughfate. “Look out through 
this window and tell me what you 


see |" ‘Fhe Chassid, puzzled, obeyed, 
and answered: “I see many people 
walking .in the street.” - Now the 
Tzaddik led the wealthy industrialist 
to the wall opposite, on which there 
hung a large mirror. “~ Look into this 
glass,” he commanded him, “ ard tell 
me what you see here?” see 
myself.” “Explain it to me,” the 
rabbi demanded. “ How is it that by 
looking through the window you see 
other people, while when looking into 
the mirror you only see yourself 7” 
“ Thou knowest it,” timorously replied 
the Chassid. “ Yes,” continued the 


rabbi. “1 know the answer. When-e 
you look through the window you 
look through plain. simple ‘wilass ; 


hence it shows you other human 
beings, your fellow-men. The back of 
the mirror-glass, however, has had a 
coating of silver. through silver it. ts 
difficult to see other people, through 
silver you only see yourself ! 
“Instead of biessing Sou with an 
increase in your silver,” the rabbi con- 
cluded ponderously, “it may be 
necessary to pray to God to remove 
the silver altogether, so that again you 


may come to behold the others and ~ 


forget a little your own self, For does 
not Scripture say: “As no man’ sees 
the other man. so. shall no man rise 


from his place’ ?”

JEWISH SECONDARY 
SCHOOLS 


Camden Towfi Project 


The London Board of Jewish Reli- 
gious Education has sent, through ‘its 
Secretary, Mr. N. Rubin, the follow- 
ing letter to Mr, J. Mannes, Secretary 
of the Jewish Secondary Schools 
Movement. The letter has reference 
to a resolution passed on December 
10 at a meeting of the Governors of 
the Movement, and reported in our 
issue of December 14. _ 

“The London Board shares your 
anxiety at-the lack of provision for places 
in Secondary Schools in the Autumn of 
1957 for certain Jewish children, particu- 
larly as its own Sccondary School in 
Camden Town will not be open before 
the Autumn of 1958. The responsibiiny 
for this rests with the lewish Secondary 
Schools Movement and. the former 
Jewish Day Schools Trust. 

“In the year 1952 my Board was 
aware of the acute ition that would 
arise after 1956 with regard to Jewish 
Secondary School places, since M was 
realised that the bulge from the Primary 
Schools would pass in increasing volume 
into Secondary Schools. It was with this 
in mind that my Board pressed for the 
speedy erection of its Secondary School. 


Draft Scheme 


“ Unfortunately, in June, 1952, Dr. 
Schonfeld and Dr. Braude raised objec- 
tions at the Ministry of Education to 
the draft scheme that had been framed 
to enable the trust funds of the former 
Jewish voluntary-aided schools to be 
used for the rebuilding of the Jews’ Free 
School. It was urecd upon them that 
their action would incvitably lead to con- 
siderable delay in the development of 
Jewish aided schools, and in particular 
to the proposed new Secondary School. 
The objections, however, were not with- 
drawn wntil two years had elapsed. This 
led not only to a grave delay im the 
building of the school, but also resulied 
in a considerable increase in the cost of 
this project owing to the reduction in 
the- value of the trust funds from infla- 
tion and devaluation. 

“My Board, however, has made con- 
siderable progress im its aliempts to make 
up for the delay. and my Board is 
reasonably satisied—subject to factors 
beyond our control—that the school will 
be opened in September, 1958. In view 
of the fact that the Statement contained 
in your letter was read and approved at 


a public meeting and has been published - 


in Tre JewisH Cwronicie. a copy of 
this letter has been seni to iis Editor.” 
“." The resolution referrod to reads. in part : 
“ Asa result of the impending axnicd status of the 
Hasmoncan Grammar Schoo! for Boys. many of 
such pupils keaving Jewish preparatory schools 
and others wishing to gO wll not be ab'c to jom 


any Jewish scoondary achoo!. The oblieation to 
provide Jewish secondary schooling for these 
boys is imperative and must be met during 1947

An appeal for funds to help the 
refugees was made by Mr. Alan A, 
Mocatta, O.B.E., Q.C., Parnas Presi- 
dente, at a meeting held at the 
Montefiore Hall, Ashworth Road, 
London, W.9, on Sunday. The 
Haham, Rabbi Dr. S. Gaon, presided, 
aod an address was given by Dr. Ezra 
Hadad, formerly a professor of the 
Baghdad University and now Deputy 
Mayor of Ramile, Israel. 

The Haham pointed ou that during

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“A YEAR AFTER 


TWELVE months ago, special 
prayers in every synagogue pro- 
claimed the opening of 1956 as the 
Tercentenary Year of the Resettle- 
ment of the Jews in England. 
During the intervening months, a 
splendid series of celebrations has 
marked our commemoration. The 
programme included numerous 
outstanding events both in London 
and the Provinces, which will ever 
remain among ithe historic 
occasions of Anglo-Jewry. An 
authoritative account of these events 
will shortly be published under the 
joint auspices of the Tercentenary 
JewisH 
CHRONICLE; and all profits from 
this volume—entitied “ Three 
Hundred Years “—will be given to 
the Jewish Tercentenary Com- 
memoration Fund. The only worth- 
while meaning of the past year’s 
celebrations lies in the incentive 
which they afford towards further 
achievements and progress in our 
communal! life. This is a suitable 
juncture for us to consider certain 
aspects of the situation that con- 
fronts us as we move forward from 
our Tercentenary year. A wealth 
of factual material, for both retro- 
spect and prospect, will be found in 
the pages of The Jewish Year Book 
for .1957 (5717-5718), which is pub- 
lished this week. This record of con- 
temporary events, institutions, and 
personalities reminds us that we 
are not only the heirs to great 
traditions but are ourselves partici- 
pants of history in the making. 


It is, of course, impossible to 
consider the position. of Anglo- 
Jewry without reference to world 
affairs. The international crisis 
arising out of the Middle East 
situation comes home to us inti- 
mately both as British citizens and 
as Jews. It seems almost unbeliev- 
able that it was only last January 
thai Mr. Hammarskjoeld, the 
United Nations Secretary-General, 
paid his first visit to Israel. The 
momentous events which haye since 
happened and are still in course of 
development need not be recounted 


here. Suffice it to say that they 
cannot but exercise a. profound 
influence upon the pattern of 


Anglo-Jewish life. They challenge 
us-—as, in a different context, did 
the Tercentenary commemoration 
integrate effectively our loyal- 
ties both to Britain and to Jewry. 
Our religious faith demands that we 
should strive to apply- moral. prin- 
ciples for the betterment of. inter- 
national relations and for = the 
removal of the causes of tension 
and conflict. We cannot be 
unmindful of our résponsibility 
Jewish refugees who— 
after a long interval of years— 
again. seck sanctuary in this happy 
land from foreign oppression. In 
too many spheres, however, the 
endeavours of Anglo-Jewry are 
handicapped by undignified rivalry 
and competition. present 
unhappy example is the dispute in 
connection with the allocation of 
funds by the Jewish Claims Con- 
ference. The ugifying influences of 
the Tercentenary do not appear to 
have advanced the long-standing 
efiorts for co-operation between 
our different organisations occupied 
with work in the international! field. 

Nor do. the results. of our 
common celebration seem to have 
been any more effective in home 
affairs. A promising augury was 
co-operation of the 
Chief Rabbi, the Haham, and the 
Presiding Rabbi of the Union of 
Orthodox Hebrew Congregations in 
the recent installation of the Prin- 
cipal. Rabbi of the Federation of

In the sphere of religious 
education progress is hindered by 
acrimonious disputes between the 
London Board, the Jewish Daw 
Schools Movement, and the Zionist 
Federation.

Indeed, it is their interest and 
enthusiasm which should afford us 
the greatest assurance of hope as 
we. enter upon our post-Tercen- 
tenary tasks. 


ENTER U.S.A. 


THERE is, as yet, too much 
uncertainty as‘to the exact form 
which the new E:senhower doctrine 
for the Middle East is to take to 
be able to subject it to a thorough 
scrutiny. . What, however. is clear, 
is that the U.S.A. has at last recog- 
nised the necessity for playmg a 
positive rOle in that area. 

The new policy is aimed at pro- 
tecting the Middle East from 
Russian ambitions. This, too, was 
the intention of the Baghdad Pact 
and jt was; perhaps, unfortunate 
that after sponsoring its creation 
the U.S.A. virtually withdrew and 
contented itself with cheering 
from the sidelines. 
course of action during the last 
year might have brought 
authority to bear in such a way as 
to prevent the deterioration which 


led to the events of last autumn. 


In the past there have, indeed, 
been numerous occasions when the 
U.S.A. and Great Britain might 
have acted mm unison to safeguard 
their joint interests. But the 
former .preferred to shelve its 
responsibilities unti] Great Britain 
now finds herself. almost evicted 
from the Middle East, with the 
result that the suspicion has been 
aroused that the Americans have 
waited for this opportunity to step 
into Britain’s shoes. Now America 
is faced with the urgent necessity 
of safeguarding Western interests 
against the Russian threat without 
having the use of those land bases 
from which Great Britain has in 
the past few years been forced to 
retire and which might still have 
been available if the Americans 
had not encouraged the Middle 
Eastern Rp by continuous 
propaganda directed against British 
“ colonialism,” to throw off British 
influence. Apart from expressing a 
desire to protect the Middle East 
by armed force against any Russian 
act of aggression, it is by no means 
clear how the U.S.A. proposes to 
secure its foothold in the Middle 
East, since this can only be achieved 
on condition that a solution is 
found for the two major problems 
of Israeli-Arab relations and the 
Suez Canal. The problems are the 
same as those with which Great 
Britain had to deal, and first reports 
indicate that the Americans are 
going to try to handle them in the 
same way as their predecessors-— 
by appeasing the Arabs. One would 
have thought that the imeffective- 
ness of this mettiod had been amply 
demonstrated in the past. There is 
no need to review the arguments, 
nor is there any reason to suppose 
that this policy will bring better 
results in the future than in the 
past. It will not be enough for 
the Americans to supply the area 
with. economic aki, however 
generous, in order to win the sup- 
ps of the Arabs and to keep 

ussian influence at bay. There 
‘As nothing in the recent history of 
the under-developed countries to 
show that gratitude for economic 
assistance js sufficiently powerful to 
overcome xenophobia.

Israel, 
with her important strategic assets, 
could also be made to play an 
important part. In this context, 
too, would: it not be possible to 
place the vexed Gaza strip at 
N.A.T.O.’s disposal ? Naturally, the 
Russians would object to such a 
proposal, but in any case they have 


already voiced their antagonism 
towards the Eisenhower plan. 
Nevertheless, if this policy is 


pursued to its logical conclusion it 
could not only provide a shield 
against Communism but could also 
serve to protect Israel from Arab 
aggression and eliminate Arab 
fears of Israel. 


LOUIS MARSHALL 


Last month marked the centenary 
of the birth of Louis Marshall, 
whose name deserves to be remem- 
bered with gratitude as one of the 
foremost American-Jewish leaders 
of his generation. His lifetime— 
from 1856 to 1929—covered a 
period of revolutionary change in 
Jewish and world history. One of 
the significant events of that period 
was. the tremendous growth in 
numbers and influence of American 
Jewry, and Marshal! rendered out- 
standing service to his people both 
in the U.S.A. and other lands. As 
a constitutional lawyer and civic 
leader, he devoted his great gilts 
to opposing every form of discrimi- 
nation and bigotry. Thus, he 
defended the civil liberties and 
rights of Catholics, Negroes, 
Asiatics, political minorities, and 
oppressed individuals, alongside 
the rights of Jews to complete 
equality of opportunity. He 
opposed the enactment of oppres- 
sive immigration laws as introduc- 


ing racial conceptions contrary to- 


American traditions of freedom and 
fair play. In all these matters he 
enunciated principles which remain 
particularly relevant for our own 
contemporary situation. His prac- 
tical achievements in the inter- 
national sphere were considerable. 
it was due to his advocacy that in 
1911 America abrogated, because 
of Tsarist Russia’s religious intoler- 
ance, the Russian-American reaty 
of 1832. At the Peace Conference 
in Paris after the First World War 
he led the Committee of Jewish 
Delegations, which secured the pro- 
visions in the treaties to guarantee 
minority rights. Together with Dr. 
Weizmann he headed the enlarged 
Jewish Agency which — united 
Ziousts and non-Zionists im prac- 
tical work for Palestine. Probably 
his greatest work was accomplished 
as one of the founders, just half a 
century ago in 1906, of the 
American Jewish Committee and 
its President from 1912 until his 
death. It is a happy coincidence 
that the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, which continues so splen- 
didly to promote Louis Marshall's 
ideals, will shortly be holding its 
jubilee celebrations. 


OLYMPIC GAMES 

Mucu pride can rightly be taken 
in the achievements of Jewish 
athietes if the Olympic Games 
held in Melbourne. It is a remark- 
abie fact that perhaps the most 


outstanding competitor was a 
Hungarian Jewess, Miss Agnes 
Keleti, whose . achievement in 


winning four gold and two silver 
medals in the gymnastic events has 
hardly ever been equalled in the 
whole history of the Games. 
Another gold medal went to an 
American Jewish weightlifter, Isaac 
Berger. That he should have 
gained this triumph was particu- 
larly appropriate, for, although 
competing for the United States, 
where he now lives, he was born 
in Palestine: This should have 
been some consolation to the Israeli 
sporting public, as Israel, because 
of the tension in the Middle East, 
was forced to send a token team of 
three instead of a strong team of 
over -twenty. So great has been 
the advance in every sphere of 
Israchi sport that Israeli competi- 
tors might well have won a number 
of medals had a full team been sent 
to Melbourne. It is worth noting 
that Olympic honours ‘went to 
Jewish athietss. from both sides of 
the fron Curtain. The United 
States team was strongly repre- 
sented by Jewish athletes, but so, 
also, was the Soviet Union. Anglo- 
Jewry, too, can feel real pride in the 
achievements of the five Jewish 


‘competitors in the British team. It 


is gratifying to note that all of them 
have competed in the Maccabiah in 
Isracil, and this fact will greatly 


encourage the organisers of next —

CLAIMS CONFERENCE 
GRANTS 


_'Endowing Separatism 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn 


Sin,—The appeals which have been 
made in your editorial and news 
columns, that discussion on the 
Claims Conference shall be conducted 
with dignity, will find unanimous 
approval, Dignity, however, must not 
become a substitute for policy, and 
must not be allowed to conceal the 
anxiety which has been aroused 
throughout the community in London 
and the provinces. 


The Cultural Commitice. had certain 
guiding principles. Unfortunately, they 
departed from them by desiring to 
exclude leading institutions of Anglo- 


Jewry on the grounds that théy have’ 


“been blessed with the means.” This 
was wrong, not only constitutionally but 
in fact. Leading institutions such af the 
London Board, Board of Guardians, 
Jews’ College, and the United Syna- 
gogue face grave deficiencies. Yet these 
are the institutions which absorb the 
refugce clement, making them part and 
parcel of Anglo-Jewry. This* means 
increased budgetary responsibility. 

It is estimated that 1,500 pupils (10 
per ceat of tte roll of the London Buard) 
are the children of refugees. The United 
Synagoguc, in addition to its own vast 
budget, has to meet the burdens of all 
the charities of the community. Jews’ 
College may not appiy to the Claims 
Conference, because there is always the 
United Synagogue to fill the gap. In 
fact. appeals are now being made in 
leading Unried synagogues. he burden 
on the United Synagogue of these multi- 
farious appeals has become so great that 
synagogues cannot pursue their own 
building programmes. 

if Anglo-Jewish institutions are (hus 
excluded, what is there left but to give 
the moncy to mitority elements which 
do not adsorb refugees but perpetuate 
their refugee status 7? I can do no better 
than to quote from Ime Jewisu 
Curonicie of September 16, 1955, a 
report of a mecting of the Union of 
Onhodox Congregations: “Mr. H. A. 
Goodman, a Vice-President, stated that 
there was every reason to hope that the 
Jewish Trust Corporation would sympa- 
thetically consider the claims made by 
refugee synagogues in this country for 
rebuilding. . .. The Treasurer said they 


had recently bought a new slaughter- . 
house 


money, £4,150. received 
from the Jewish Claims Conference for 
refugee rabbis had been disiributed.” 

Does Anglo-Jewry wish tO go on 
endowing separatism—more synagogues, 
boards of shechita, batci din, education 
boards ? Does i wish to encourage 
memberships that make no contribution 
to MS essential ecclesiastical, religjous.. 
education, and welfare services? Does 
it wish to perpetuate enclaves of refugees 
who by now are successfully absorbed in 
the economy of the country bat wish, 
so far as. Afigio-Jewry is concerned, to 
remam Austrit ? 

In the field of education considerable 
claims were put forward. It appears, 
however, that the Claims Cenference was 
unaware that the London Jewish Educa- 
tonal Foundation had already set aside 
a considerable sum of money to assist 
Jewish day schools. Here, surcly, was 
the opportunity to create one day-school 
authority, on lines which I have long 
advocated. But no, Sparatism has 
again been encouraged. 

One -of the worst features is the 
stimulus grven for the creation of new 
bodies born to live on “ claims.” Mention 
should be made of a project to found 
a full-trme residential college, to enter 
siudenis for degrees externally at Lon- 
don University. Were the vast financial 
implications of such a scheme considered. 
and what its likely impact would be on 
Jews’ College ? 

One is bound {to express appreciation 
and gratitude for the untiring service and 
devotion of the Chicf Rabbi, in addition 
to the onerous tasks of his high 
ecclesiastical office, It quite clear. 
however, that these matters must also be 
considered by representatives of the lead- 
img institutions engaged in absorbi 
refugees. They have the knowledge ond 
the experts adequate to the task of sift- 
ing claims and pronouncing on their 
auihenticuy and thew likely value to the 
community as a whole. We must always 
think and act communally.

New Committee Urged 


Sin,—It_ is most acutely touching 
when Mr. H. J. Lobenstein expresses 
undeviating confidence in a committee 


headed by the Chief Rabbi, the 
Haham, and Dr. Cohen, as well as 
Mr. H. A. Goodman. Perhaps Mr. 
Lobenstein is about to declare that the 
Aguda and the Union of Orthodox 
Hebrew Congregations will recognise 
the Chief Rabbi and the Beth Din and 
the official institutions of the com- 
munity. Or is this just another case 
of “ marriage of convenience”? 


The fact remains that most of the 
recommendations of the Chief Rabbi's 
Advisory Commitice have been rejected 
by the Executive of the Claims Con- 
ference, and im ai least one material 
respect that executive adapted the general 
approach, that is, in favour of the official 
educational institutions of the com- 
munity, which was advocated by Dr. Fox 
the minority rapporteur, at whom Mr, 
Lobenstein is pleased to direct his most 
hostile arrows. . 

But Mr. Lobensicin becomes painful 
when he seeks to convince the com- 
munity that there is a distinction between 
the Jewish Secondary Schools Movement 
and the Aguda, and almost ives the 
impression that it is just another facet 
of the Zionist Organisation. As one who 
in the past sent his children to one of 
Dr. Schonfeld’s schools, | assert with- 
out any hesitation that'in such schools 
the predominant and decisive influence is 
that of Dr. Schonfeld, whose concern is 
not confined ia administration and 
finance alone, but who ¢xXercises 
soverei authority im regard to the 
curriculum and in regard to all funda- 
mental educational probk ms. 

‘| shall now be interesied to await Mr. 
Lobenstein’s discourse that Dr. Schonfeld 
is not of the Aguda and is out of sym- 
pathy with the policy of Mr. H. A.

forfeited the confidence of the .Anglo-

| therefore welcome your cditorial 
comment that the present impasse has 
provided an opportunity for a complete 
reappraisal of the situation.

HEROISM 


Moshe Dayan Lost 
His Eye 
By Dr. A. P. MAGONET 


WAS sitting in a London-bound 
‘plane at Lydda Airport a few 


years ago, when a man, wear- 


ing a black shield over his left eye, 
entered the ‘plane and took a seat 
opposite me. It was Moshe Dayan. 
now General Dayan, hero of the 
Sinai campaign. When the ‘plane 
took off we began to talk. I told 
him that I was a doctor and was 
interested in the loss of his eye. He 
smiled and seemed reluctant to talk 
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General Dayan 


about it, but as the ‘plane headed 
for Athens he told me the story. 
In 1938 the Jewish National Fund 
had acquired several hundred dunams 
of land in the north-western corner of 
Upper Galilee, near the borders of 
Lebanon, and by 1940 a new colony, 
Hanita, had been established, 

One day a British patrol rode in, 
the officer dismounted, and entered the 
offices of the settlement. He asked to 
speak to the colonists. “Have you 
got men with sufficient knowledge of 
the trails leading into Lebanon to 
guide the Australian troops?” he 
asked. “There is going to’ be an 
attack on Syria. The High Commis- 
sioner wants to know whether the men 
of Hanita are willing to serve as 
guides.” The Hanita settlers were to 

do far more to help the Allied attack. 

Syria was then under Vichy occupa- 
tion, . The Germans were preparing 
aerodromes for the Luftwaffe, and 
every day dozens of German transport 
‘planes landed with men and cquip- 
ment. Although Britain had not 

. declared war on Vichy France, she 
could not permit a Geaman army to 
be near the Mosul oil-fields and the 
Suez Canal. 
Two days béfore British forces, in 
collaboration with the Free French 
forces, invaded Syria fifty young 
settlers from Hanita, led by Moshe 
Dayan, struck out across country, 
entered the territory. of the Lebanese 
Republic. avoiding all Vichyite 
frontier posts and. patrols. Alter a 
march of seventeen hours they halted 
in sight of Fort Gouraud, This 
stronghold, which is buili on the site 
of an ancient crusader’s castle in the 
foothills. of the Lebanon range. 
dominates for a space of ten miles 
the hard, sandy highway (now paved) 
running between Haifa and Acre. 
Within range of Fort Gouraud’s guns 
were three bridges. two linking tne 
banks of three mountain torrents. 


The Fight Against, Vichy 


The settlers of Hanita had been 
asked, because of their familiarity 
with the wild uncharted 
Galilean-Lebanese border country, by 
the British military authorities to 
take up position in the neighbourhood 
of Fort Gouraud and, if possible, to 
prevent the three bridges from being 
: destroyed by the Vichy French. For 
it was along the Acre-Beirut highway 
and its. three bridges that the Aus- 
tralian spearhead was to advance into 
Syria. The destruction of the bridges 
would naturally hold up the invasion, 
as it would mean leaving baggage. 
trucks, artillery, and tanks behind. 
Fort Gouraud, moreover, is so placed 
that a column of troops marching 
along the Beirut highway can come 
under the fire of its guns long before 
any effective reply.can. be given. — 

When they ¢ame-in sight of, Fort 
Gouraud, Dayan and his men noticed 
: that whit the bridges were guarded 


weakly there were on. the ramparts 
of the fort, a thousand yards off, a 
machine-guns. pointing their 
nozzles in the direction of the. bridges. 
The faiders. therefore, decided to 
Capture the fort ! 

At dawn Moshe Dayan and his men 
crawled up to the fort’s gate, knocked 
out the sentries, overpowered the 
guard, and raced for the ramparts. 
They seized the machine-guns, swung 
them round, and. pointed them in the 
direction of the small parade ground

Although not organised as a “ Jewish 
bloc,” the Jewish members of Con- 


' gress have hitherto acted in unison 


whenever matters of specific Jewish 
interest have arisen. such as the 
defence of Jewish rights, the 
Strengthening of Jewish religious and 
cultural life in America, and USA.

Geographically, fewish representa- 
tion in Congress, has. with few

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EWS IN THE U.S.A. CONGRESS 


Two Senators and Ten Congressmen

Jewish communities but without a 
single Jew in Congress include Boston, 
Cleveland, Ciftcinnati, Pittsburgh, St. 
Louis, Detroit, Miami, Los Angeles, 
and San Francisco. 

Just as Jewish representation in 
Congress is ill-balanced geographi- 
cally, so it is ill-balanced politically. 
Of the 12 Jewish members, 11 are 
Democrats and only one a Republi- 
can (Mr. Javits). This is despite the 
fact that since 1952 there has been a 
notable change in party affiliation by 
Jewish citizens in the direction of the 
Republicans. It may be explained 
perhaps by the fact that the bulk of 
Jewish representation is from New 
York, which is still a Democrat 
stronghold. 

Four or five of the Jewish members 
are associated with Orthodox con- 
gregations, while the remainder are 
about evenly divided between Conser- 
vative and Reform Judaism. Most 
of them are members of B'nai B'rith. 
the Zionist Organisation, or both. All 
of them are active at times in fund- 
raising for the United Jewish Appeal 
or the sale of Isracli Bonds. They are 
also associated with variaus Jewish 
philanthropies, social and cultural 
groups, and civic and fraternal 
Organisaluions. 


Many Responsibilities 


None of the Jews in Congress sits 
there solely as a Jewish representative 
or limits his interests exclusively to 
Jewish affairs. Jewish interests are an 
additional part of cach one’s responsi- 
bilities, a matter of personal and 
specific lovalty to his coreligiomists. 
The Jewish members are affilhated to 
their political parties, and their primary 
function is to serve the people of their 
district 

Of the two Jews in the Senate, Mr. 
Neuberger was clected for a six-year 
term in 1954 and entered the Senate 
in January. 1955. Mr. Javits was also 
elected for a six-year term, last 
November. 

Mr. Neuberger. who is aged 44, is 
the grandson of a. German-Jewish 


‘immigrant who went to the U.S.A. in 


1869. He was born in Portland, 
Oregon, and was a student at Oregon 
University Law School. For a num- 
ber of years he was a journalist and 
magazine writer. He is the author of 
a half-dozen books on history, politics, 
and the American North-west. Dur-

ing the last war he was a captain in the 
U.S.A, Army. 

In 1948 he was elected fo the State 
Senate, and his wife Maurine won a 
seat in the State House. He served in 
the State Senate until his election to 
the U.S.A. Senate m 1954. His wife 
then gave up her House seat and went 
with him to Washington. 

Here he is active in the furtherance 
of all liberal causes. such as the 
liberalisation of the labour laws and 
the McCarran-Walter Immigration 
Act, and often addresses Jewish groups 
in various parts of the country. He ts 
an ardent supporter of U.S.A. political 
and economic aid to Israel. 


Mr, Javits, who is aged 52, was born 
on the lower East Side of New York. 
His father immigrated from Galicia. 
his mother from Palestine. The father 
was a part-time trouser-maker and 
caretaker, his son Jacob had therefore 
to work by day and study law at night. 
He obtained his law degree at the age 
of 22, and entered into law parinership 
with an elder brother. During:the last 
war he was assistant to the Chief of 
the Chemical Warfare Sérvice. He 
served in the European and Pacific 
theatres of war and attained the rank 
of liceutenant-colonel, 


He was first elected to Congress in 
1946, and was subsequently re-elected 
three times, serving a total of eight 

ears in the House of Representatives, 

€ was associated with the “ liberal” 
wing of the Republican Party. He 
opposed the discriminatory immigra- 
tion laws and was a champion of civil 
rights. He was a severe critic of the 
State Department's Middle East policy, 
and is expected to continue that stand 
in the Senate. He has visited Israel 
several times, and last November he 
conveyed a special message to 
Mr, Ben-Gurion from President 
Eisenhower. 


Mr. Emanuel Celler is the most 
influential of the Jewish members of 
the House because of his long service 
in Congress extending over 34 years 
and because of his position as Chair- 
man of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee. He is a staunch defender of 
Jewish rights and a champion of 
liberal legislation. He is 68-vears old, 
was born in Brooklyn. and is a law 
graduate of Columbia University. He 
has visited Israel many times. 


Mr. Abraham J. Multer has been a 
member of Congress since |947.- He 
was born in New York 56 vears ago 
and graduated from a Brooklyn law 
school. He has been active in Jewish 
and civic affairs for many vears. In 
Congress he is a member of the Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee and 
Small Business Commitiece. He is a 
staunch Zionist and has often ureed 
all-out aid to Isracl. He is a close 
friend of Mr. Truman,. the former 
U.S.A. President. 


Mr. Isidore Dollinger, the son of 
immigrants from Galicia. was born on 
New York's East Side in 1903. He is 
a most successful lawyer and has been 
activé in politics since 1937. when he 
was first elected to the State Legisla- 
ture, He served cight years as 
Assemblyman, and then four years as 
State Senator. He was elected to 
Congress in 1948 and has heen re- 
elected four times. He is now begin- 
ning his ninth year in Congress. He 
is often described as the “ champion

ISLAND OF UNDILUTED 


ECENTLY I visited Newcastle 
upon Tyne. It has a fine 
Jewish community, generous, 
active . . . with the usual short- 
comings and ailments. Some 
leaders complained to me about the 
laxity of Jewish observance, that in 
the three synagogues of the town 
it is difficult to get a minyan on a 
weekday, that the observance of 
kashrut and the Sabbath is declin- 
ing, and such-like troubles. Worse, 
it appeared that the Jewish family, 
in certain circles, was rapidly dis- 
integrating; divorces and separa- 
tions were becoming more frequent, 


the position of Jewish girls also was. 


not very encouraging, as they found 
it difficult to marry. . . . Above all, 
thé greatest plague—intermarriage 
becoming widespread. 

I meditated upon these reports and 
stories. 1 thought of the nobility and 
generosity of Jews, particularly of cer- 
tain active members in every com- 
munity, who spared neither time 
nor means nor energy in the service 
of the community and of our people 
in general, but whose services, alas, 
could not arrest, it seemed, the dis- 
integration of our congregations. rhe 
little Jewish islands were slowly and 
gradually being submerged in the vast, 
surrounding sea... [hese sad thoughts 
are confirmed. by every visit to the 
provincial towns, and even London is 
not in much better case...

entered Gateshead, that -industrial 
eenire near Newcastle: My purpose 
was simple: I wanted once again to see 
the Gateshead Yeshiva. In a few 
minutes | found myself in an entirely 
new world, or should I say, rather, in 
the old world, the world of my child- 
hood and my youth. Here were nu 
problems of intermarriage, nor of 
Sabbath observance. Quite different 
questions worried the hundred and 
sixty or so young men who study the 
Talmud in the veshiva: how to re- 
concile the ruling of a Talmudic sage 
in one chapter with another of his 
rulings in another chapter of the same 
book, how to explain a difficult fosfot, 
or Ran (Rabbenu Nissim, who wrote 
a commentary on Nedraim), or the 
Rambam (Maimonides) himself. 


Preserving Ancient Heritage 


These young men, with their energy 
and devotion, are the true Jewish 
cultural werkers, for they, better than 
anyone clse: cultivate and preserve our 
ancient heritage, which is the real 
source of our. culture and without 
which our existence is impossible. 
These young men are the veritabie 
rcuardians of our people; it is they who 
safeguard the future of our nation, 
who preserve the proper knowledge of 
Hebrew, and maintain the virtues of 
our race. One proper yeshiva is more 
valuable to our existence than literally 
thousands ofall those modern courses, 
seminars, societies, clubs, and $o forth. 
Let us not forget that for our people 


-the Torah is not an escape, not the 


opium of forgetfulness in the midst of 
today’s troubles, but our very life- 
blood. our very sustenance. 

I entered inte. conversation with 
these young men from many countries, 
including England, which is strongly 
represented by numerous youths born 
and bred in Great Britain. It was 
refreshing and invigorating, after the 
complaints and stories [ had heard in 
near-by Neweastle. I,met here a 
young man with a very 10us Jewish 
surname, afier. one of the gpreatest 
Talmudic commentators, who. dili- 
gently studied the Ran. Once during 
the war I had .visited a little pro- 
vincial town and there come across 
that very name: if prompted me to 
some sad thoughts: I said to myself, 
such a mame in such a. remote little 
English town! | imagined that the 
descendants of that man would hardly 
know the meaning even of their sur- 
name, which they might possibly 


change into some everyday English — 


name. Now, meeting his son, I felt 
assured that the great name of a 
famous Talmudic sage would be 
carried on with pride and awareness. 


I tried to find the son of a famous 


Jewish Q.C. who went to Gateshead 
of his. own free will to continue his 


JUDAISM 


Talmudic studies. Unfortunately, he 
was not available and I could not wait. 
but I found out that he was prospering 
and progressing. I spoke to several 
young men, both British and forcign. 
| must confess that I found thm more 
satished, happier, and in every way 
more fulfilled than the other Jewish 
young persons that I have lately 
encountered in various walks of life. 
These young men of Gateshead were 
free_of the doubts, hesitations. and 
confiicts which beset so many Jewish 
youths, from those in factories to those 
itt Universities. 

I tried to compare Gateshead with 
the yeshivot of my youth. In many 
respects Gateshead could not compare 
with the famous Lithuanian Talmudic 
Academies, but, to tell the truth, in 
certain other respects. Gateshead 
excelled even them. In Russia. on the 
eve Of the First World War, the young 
Talmudic students were often dis- 
turbed and -uncertain, the general 
revolutionary spirit, the persecution of 
Jews, the Socialist ideas, all these 
found expression in circles within the 
yeshivot as well, Not so in Gates- 
head. As far.as I could detect, every 
one of the young men was convinced 
of the rightness of his path. 


Talmud Study Preferred 


They were happy, so, at any rate. 
it seemed to me, to study in Gates- 
head; several of them had won 
scholarships to universities of which 
they had noi made use, preferring, as 
they did, the study of the Talmud to 
the study of secular subjects. They 
were an internationa} brotherhood, yer 
I could not detec€ any hostility be- 
tween the representatives of the 
different countries. All inquiries re- 
vealed warm friendship and staunch 
comradeship. In certain Lithuanian 
yeshivot there was sometimes a dis- 


crepancy between learning and obser- 


vance (some among the less gifted 
students could, at times, be more 
observant than the outstanding ones). 
I could not observe any sign of this 
at Gateshead. ‘ 
On the other hand, I did not dis- 
cover at Gateshead the type, so famous 
in the Lithuanian yeshivot, of the 
llui (prodigy), who in the days of old 
was well known either for his fabulous 
memory——several Jiuim, at the age of 
fifteen or sixteen, already knew 


numerous volumes of the Talmud by . 


heart-—-or else for his acute powers of 
perception, often being able to solve 
the most difficult problems, including 
those of mathematics, almost on the 
spot. But then, the Muim were not a 
very frequent phenomenon either in 
the Lithuanian yeshivot; which had 
five to six hundred students cach, 
They appeared once in a decade or 


two, and then they made history. 


Gateshead is comparatively young, 
and the number of its Talmudic 
students is much below the average 
number of those in a Lithuanian 
yeshiva. [It is also possible that 
modern Europe is incapable of pro- 
ducing proper /luim; perhaps the 
present-day: school, by its very 
methods, nips the future lui in the 
bud. 

My visit to Gateshead made ‘me 
somehow optimistic about the fate of 
Anglo-Jewry, and slightiy altered my 
opimon of its inevitable doom. Is: it 
impossible for Gateshead to become 
in time a great centre of learning in 
the Torah, as Volozhin. Mir, or 
Slobodka? Such a centre would safe- 
guard the future of Anglo-Jewry 
better than all other modern remedies. 
If the Anglo-Saxon countries were to 
become centres of Torah-study. then 
the fate of millions of English-speak- 
ing Jews would be safe, for. nothing 
but the Torah can assure the Jewish 
existence in the Diaspora. The Jewish 
settlements in ancient Babylonia were 
also on the verge of assimilation 
before great centres of the Torah were 
established there, The Talmud tells 
us that in the days of Rav (a great 
Talmudic Rabbi in Babylon. eighteen 
centuries ago) Jewish women used to 
cook their meat in milk. It was this 
ignorance of Judaism which prompted 
Rav to remain in Babyion and to 
establish his great Talmudic academy 
there: and Babylon later became the 
greatest centre of Judaism and of the 
study of the Torah. The same is true 
of certain other countries, including 
Spain. Maybe this wil! also turn out 
to be true of the Anglo-Saxon 
countries, 


Material Shortcomings 


Materially the Gateshead Talmudic 
Academy is not very well provided 
for. It is dispersed in many buildings 
and therefore does not make that 
grandiose impression which the great 
Lithuanian yeshivot. with their huge 
buildings and hundreds of students 
poring over the Talmud simul- 
tancously, used to create. How 
exhilarating a, visit to a. Lithuanian 
yeshiva used to -be-especially on a 
winters evening, when it was filled 


with light and the voices of hundreds 


of students could be heard from afar 
i! - This was indeed the voice of 
Jacob. 

Gateshead is not only a centre for 
Talmudic studies; it has, besides, 
interesting Orthodox secondary 
schools, and special schools for 
girls. It is, indeed, a fortress of 
undiluted-Judaism,. a haven of rest in 
a stormy sea. It manifests once again 
the powerful influence that a few 
energetic and devoted personalities 
can wield. It was thanks to the Levys 
and the Adlers and the Bells and a 
few more that this Newcastle suburb 
became what it is today. a centre of 
Jewish observance and — Jewi 
learning.

The Chief Rabbi. of Tel Aviv, Rabbi 
I J. Unterman who was Ray of Liver- 
pool from 1923 so 1946, and. Rabbi 
Dr. 1. S. Rosenberg, Isracli Deputy 
Minister of Social Welfare have been 
visiting Liverpool, and have. referred 
in addresses to the victorious Campaign 
against Egypt. 

Spcaking from the pulpit of the Green- 
bank Drive Synagogue, Rabbi Unterman 
said that some people had attributed 
isracl’s temarkably successful campaign 
to the help provided as the result of the 
intervention of other Powers Bul that 
help had come three days after battle 
had been joined. “ The reason for Israel's 
success,’ said Rabm Unterman, “are 
bevond human calculation: we see 
them the hand of Divine Providence.” 
Nor was it only a muilitaty victory; it 
had had its spiritual reperoussion throug- 
out Israel 

Rabbi Unterman Dr Rosenberg 
addressed a public mecting at the Max 
Morrts Hall, attended by over 400 people. 
held under the auspices of the Jewish

Dr. Rosenberg said that if Israel's 
campaign in the Sina: Peninsula had been 
distinguished by a muracle, they would 
necd another muracle—and he believed it 
would happen—for the success of the 
battle on which they were now engaged 
on the diplomatic front. on which the 
heroism and self-sacrifice displayed on 
the military front were of no avail.

YEAR BOOK 


Contemporary History 


The Jewish Year Book, 1957 (5717- 
S718). Edited by Huon Harris. 
dewish € hronicle Publications. 15s.

This is the latest issue of a publica- 
tion indispensable to every responsible 
member of the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity. It is.the “ Whittaker” and 
“Who's Who” of the Jewish world. 
The volume is a far ory from the first 
tcnuous of 1896, edited by 
Joseph Jacobs and sold at the price 
of two shillings, which had as its sub- 
title “ An Annual Record of Matters 
Jewish.” Basically the approach by 
both editors is the same, but the earlier 
and slighter volume included a literary 
supplement 

it is good that the volume under 
review contains a summary of the 
editors lecture, appropriately given 
inthe Tercentenary year. to the Jewish 
Historical Society, Mr Hugh Harris 
then showed how the community had 
grown, and with it the Year Book and 
its scope, and how valuable it was for 
historians as a conspectus, year by 
‘Year, of the formative changes in the 
jewish world, its sroblems. its demo- 
graphy. and opimons. 

Ihe material avatlable shows that 
each community, large or small. tends 
to found tiself upon a common basic 
pattern of religious, educational. and 
social endeavour, thereby perpetuating 
“the pattern of Jewish history. Each 


community builds an edifice which 
provides for communal exigency from 
the cradle to the grave and, in doing 
so and continuously adding thereto 
and improving thereon. in the past it 
long anticipated and in the present 
adds to, and in some instances 
duplicates, much of the fabric of the 
modern Welfare State. 

The Year Book tempts one to muse 
on the changes which it has recorded. 
The State of Israc! has dominated the 
Jewish world scene and has raised 
problems of financial and political 
importance which provoke continuous 
debate. The Board of Deputies has in 
many ways changed m governance, 
face, and atmosphere. and its old 
partnership with the Anglo-Jewish 
Association in the realm of foreign 
affairs still remains a memory. The 
so-called “ grand ducal.” familes seem 
to be more and more remote from 
the day-to-day life of Anglo-Jewry. 
Agitation agains! Shechita has assumed 
a prominence which perhaps its recent 
defeat may still, Antisemitism in an 
active and dangerous form ts non- 
existent, but its potentiality demands 
watchfulness and planning 

I have said this book ts indispens- 
able. This quality is enhanced by the 
lay-out, type, and index. Hf is so easy 
to find what is required and i 1s 
difficult to suggest addition. It is 
certainly impossible to suggest 
omission. The compilation is one of 
public utility of the first order.

The Founder of the National 
Home. By Sin Wenster.

This is the original text, together 
with a Hebrew translation, of the 
annual Chaim Weizmann Memorial 
Lecture. delivered ‘at Rehovot last 
November. Sir Charles Webster, a 
distinguished Professor (now Emeritus) 
of History and [nternational Relations, 
was a member of. the Intelligence 
Directorate of the War Office in and 
after 1917, and in that capacity dealt 
with the Zionist problems and was in 
close touch with Weizmann. His brief 
sketch of the political and diplomatic 
background of the Balfour Declara- 
tion and the Mandate reveals both the 
expert hand of the trained historian 
and the unside knowledge of one who 
played a part in the events of which 
he writes. 


A Great Statesman 


He traverses ground broadly fami- 
liar to many of us, but it is well worth 
while to go over the ground again 
wonder his informed and skilful 
guidance. He pays a striking tribute 
to Weizmann, “the main creator” of 
the Jewish National Home, with whom 
in his judgment none of the great 
leaders of small nationalities who 
emerged during the Pirst World War, 
including Masaryk and Venizelos, can 
compare in stature.

BERLIN'S ORDEAL Jewish Cookery | MORE HOME HELP 


Nazis and Russians

Professional critics are likely to 
quarrel violently among themselves 
whether this work by a recently 
deceased writer is a contemporary 
historical, rather macabre epic, Or 4 
documentary reportage thirfly dis- 
guised as a novel. In any case, there 
should be agreement that the author 
has succeeded in admirably condens- 
ing within the framework of about 
450 pages Berlin's terrible ordeal 
between 1942 and 1945—dies ire, 
indeed. In doing so, he may have 
spared even the assiduous reader 
from the hardly enviablé task ‘of 
perusing a vast literature aiming at 
the self-exculpation, self-justification, 
or self-glorification of self- appointed 
coroners, holding inquests on the 
basic inquests on the basic causes 
of the rise, decine, and fall ofl 
Nazism, or of psychologists trying to 
explain something humafly quite 
unexplainable. 


A Rubble Heap 


People. from all walks of life, 
including the man in the street, the 
woman in the kitchen, grown-ups, and 
children. as well as the Fiibrer and his 
henchmen, high-ranking and subaltern 
officers and civil servants, intellec- 
tuals, business men, and workers—all 
of them are seen passing through 
Berlin. The German metropolis, how- 
ever,-the pride not only of the Berliner 
but of the whole nation, ts depicted 
gradually changing from one of the 
world’s foremost centres of cultural, 
social, and economic life into a 
gigantic heap of rubble. And tt is 
here that the Supreme Command of 
the Germian army is supposed to make 
its last stand, acting on the crazy 
“intuition of Hitler, who in his 
megaiomania still does not cease to 
believe that he can win through, even 
against the whole world 

The author meticulously describes 
the detajls of the strange contrast 
manifest in the increasingly cynical 
attitude of the generals towards the 
ravine Fuhrer. But although the, 
are fully aware of the approaching 
catastrophe whose destructive power, 
like that of an avalanche, is growing 
every minute, they are completely 
wanting in civil courage, for the lack 
of which soldierly bravery . unfor- 
tunately is no substitute. In the 
meantime, zero-hour was steadily 
nearing Berlin. Tanks bombers. 
the “apocalyptic horsemen” of the 


| Allies, became regular visitors. But 


it was left for the Russian armies to 
encircle, destroy, and, finally. to 
capture the capital of-the “ Tausend- 
jihrige Reich” during the twelfth 
year of its existence. 


Life Goes On 


Against this background of utter 
devastation of material and appalling 
suffering of men, the sombre facts of 
the Berlin people's daily life stand out 
in sharp relief. But irrespective of 
whether under Nazi terror or the harsh 
and brutal Russian occupation, life 
goes on in its colourful variety, of 
which Plivier is an untiring and, in 
general, unbiased chronicler. It is to 
the credit of the author (who for a 
long time was a fellow-traveller” 
and spent many years in Russia, but 
broke off his connections with Com- 
munism at the end of the war) that 
he tries to avoid the fashionable 
manner of using black or white only, 
and is anxious to keep to a juste 
milieu. Still more,. that he does 
justice to the basically humane nature 
of the Berliner. And one might well 
like to live and see the late writer's 
vision come true: Berlin “a towering 
cliff amidst the sea of lost freedoms 
which has spread from Vladivostok 
to the Elbe.” 


Michael Wurmbrand, edited by Kurt 
R. Grossmann (Philosophical Librar 
New York: $3), pays tribute to the life 
and work of a well-known journalist 
(1879-1952) who rendered fine service to 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency.

RED CABBAGE 
Red Cabbage and Sausages 


Red cabbage, 1'4-2 Ib. ; stock or water, 
“4 pl; dripping, chicken fat, or mar- 
garine, 2 oz.; vinegar, 3 tablespoonfuls : 
sugar, 2 teaspoonful 2 cooking apples ; 
| large onion; salt; sausages. 

Remove the outer leaves of the cabbage 
and the thick stems. Shred the rest 
fincly, wash it, cover with boiling water, 
leave for 5S. minutes, then drain 
thoroughly. Peel and chop onion; pec! 
core, and thinly slice the apples. Mett 
the fat in a thick saucepan, put in the 
cabbage and onion, sprinkle with salt and 
put on the saucepan lid; cook over a 
very gentle heat for 5 of 6 munutes, 
stirring once or twicé. Then add the 
apple, pour over the boiling stock (or 
water), add the sugar and vinegar, cover 
and cook very gently about 1'4 hours. 
Cook the sausages on top of the cabbage 
for the last half hour. 


Red Cabbage—Dutch Method 


Red cabbage, Ib.; water, 1% pts. ; 
vinegar, pt.; cooking applies, Ib. ; 
rice, 2 tablespoonfuls: margarine, | oz. ; 
sugar, | tablespoonful: sali and pepper. 

Paepare and scald cabbage as in 
firevious recipe. Peel, core, and sitce the 
apples, put the cabbage and applies in 
layers in a casserole, and sprinkic rice, 
sugar, salt, and pepper over cach laycr. 
Pour over the vinegar and water, dot with 
margarine, cover and cook in a very 
sow oven for 2-24 hours

Red cabbage, 1-1% Ib.: chesinuts, 
‘2 Ib.: chicken fat or margarine, -2 oz. ; 
sulianas, 2 OZ.; Sugar, teaspoonfuls 
cornflour, | teaspoonful; water, 2 pt.; 
vinegar, 2 tablespoonfuls ; salt ancl pepper. 

Prepare and scald the cabbage as im 
first recipe.

Naturally, a special flame-proof glass 
was required for these coffee-makers, and 
the firm making them had first to ensure 
a supply of parts made of a glass which 
they could guarantee against heat break- 
age-—the original glass they discovered. is 
sill used today 

Even in France and Italy—the home 
of ihe CSpresso machine ihis British 
coffee-tfaker is widely used. fa America. 
where coffee drinking was so much more 
general, this type is so popular that it is 
regarded as an essentially American idea. 

Many people spend a great deal of time 
making coffee by all sorts of involved 
methods, but the coffee they produce is 
rarely consistent in quality. Which many 
will claim is sure proof that simplicity

A FRIENDLY ZOO 


It was such a hot day in Jerusalem. 
The sort of day when only people who 
had to go anywhere went! And I had 
to go to the Zoo—had to because I 
was only going to be in Jerusalem for 
that one day and [ would hardly have 
dared to come back to London if I 
hadn't visited the Zoo. 


Ane why? Ill come back to that 
later. First I must tell you about the 
Zoo itself. Perhaps you didn't even 
know there is a Zoo in Jerusalem. 
Lots of people don't. But there is. 
It's a very special kind of Zoo, too. 
A Biblical Zoo in fact. “ And what,” 
you may well ask, “is a Biblical 
Zoo” Not, of course, a place where 
they have Bibles on show, but a place 
where Dr. Shulov and a little group 
of friends are trying to make a home 
for as many as they can find of the 
animals and birds who are mentioned 
in the Bible. (They haven't started 
collecting fishes vet, but I expect they 
will one day.) 


Animals and Visitors 


And what better place could you 
find for a Biblical Zoo than Jeru- 
salem? Actually, it’s just a littl way 
out of the city, just under the brow 
of a hill. where there are lots of trees 
to shelter the animals and _ their 
visitors from the sun. And wonder of 
wonders '—on that very hot day when 
I went there was a deliciously cool 
breeze. 

And there was Dr. Shulov, too. And 
Dr. Shulov is more refreshing even 
than a cool breeze on a very hot day. 
For the Zoo was really his idea. And 
he has done more than anyone else to 
make his dream come true. Officially 
he is called the Director of the 
Biblical Zoo. Really he is its father. 
For the Biblical: Zoo in Jerusalem is 
not just a place where animals are 
kept. It is a kind of animals’ home 


So there was Dr. Shulov waiting to 
receive me. And the first thing . he 
asked me was: “How long can you 
stay 2?” “Oh. about two hours,” !

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FRANCE’S AID TO ISRAEL 


Mr. Ben-Gurion’s Tribute 
NO TALKS ON ALLIANCE 


From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

Mr. Ben-Gurion denied in the 
Knesset on Monday press reports that 
there have been negotiations for an 
alliance between Israc!l and France, 
but he confirmed that there was co- 
Operation between the two countries 
“to smash the Egyptian dictator.” 
Mr. Ben-Gurion said that a French 
Socialist delegation had stated before 
leaving Isracl that France would make 
available to Israel] whatever military 
weapons she might require, including 
the latest Mystére ‘planes, without any 
political conditions. 

The Israeli Prime Minister said that he 
had considered it his duty to increase the 
co-operation between Israel and France. 
As a resuk of this co-operation the 
Egyptian dictator had been prevented 
from carrying out bis designs to annihilate 
Isracl. Mr. Ben-Gurion made it clear 
that no negotiations for a Pranco-Isracli 
alliance had becn or were being conducted, 
although they had a full right to conduct 
such Negotiations. ‘We are content, 
he said. “ with the effective co-operation 


and mutual friendship between Israc! and 
France

am ceriain,” said Mr, Ben-Gurion. 
“that the whole Jewishr peaple will be 
rateful to France for her assistance to 
sraci in this fateful year. 

The Premier was replying to a question 
by a Mapam member, Mr. Y. Yaari, who 
referred to alleged siatements made by 


M. Pierre Commin, the leader of. the 
French Socialist delegation which 
visited Israc!. Mr. Yaari asked whether 


thete was any truth m the statements 
that negotiations on a Franco-lsracli 
alliance were going on and. if so, did Mr 
Ben-Gurion intend in good time to give 
the Knesset an opportunity of discussing 
this maticr which affected Israel's 
independence. Mr. Ben-Gurion denied 
that M. Commin had made any such 
Statement. and said that Mr. Yaaris 
vesiions were besed on' distortions and 
abrications published in At HamMisHmar 
(Mapam's daily paper). 


M. Commin had stated that “as 
Socialists and as Frenchmen we hope 
that this visit will strengthen the solidarity 
and tes of friendship between our two 
nations. All conversations we have had 
have strengthened our convictions that 
possibilities for co-operation and for 
community interests between wus in all 
spheres, political, economic, and cultural, 
are very great.” 


FRENCH UNDERSTANDING

Paris 

Mr. J. Tsur, the Israeli Ambassa- 
dor in Paris, last week handed to the 
French Premier and Foreign Minister 
a memorandum expressing his 
Government's concern at the renewal 
of fedayeen attacks and at the pro- 
claimed Egyptian intention to reimpose 
the blockade in the Gulf of Aqaba and 
to keep Israeli ships out of the Suez 
Canal when it is reopened. 

The French leaders are reported to 
have shown comprehension for the 
Israch case. The French have reason to 
fear not only a return to the si@tus quo 
ante, when Egypt. denied freedom of 
passage to Israeli shipping in the Suez 
Canal, but the possibility of a new and 
even worse situation in which Nasser 
will, in effect, say to France and Britain: 
“| will not let your ships through so 
long as you refuse to pay reparations 
for the damage caused in your invasion 


of Egypt.” 
M. Guy Mollet. the French Prime

assured them of continuing French 
sympathy. 


M Mollet said im his message to the 
Israelis: “You have held firm despite 
the indifferente of the United Nations 
and the excessive prudence of Creai 
Powers which allowed violations of your 
rights to go unpunished.”

THE CASE AGAINST 
CLAUBERG 


From our Correspondent 


The State prosecutor here has com- 
pleted the indictment against Pro- 


fessor Carl Clauberg, the former 5.5. 
doctor, who carried out sterilisation 
experiments on women inmates of 
Auschwitz. The indictment has been 
placed -before a local jury, 

Clauberg is charged with having 
inflicted serious bodily injury on at least 
170 persons and with having inflicted 
fatal injuries in at least four cases. 

According to the prosecutor, Clauberg, 
who has been in prison since his return 
from the Soviet Union last year, has 
admitied that he conducted sterilisation 
expcriments on Jewish women at the 
Auschwitz and Ravensbriick concentia- 
tion camps. 

No date for the trial has yet been fixed. 

According to the public prosecutor, 
Clauberg’s trial will not take place until 
next suromer. So far 108 ‘witnesses, 
mostly Jewish women on whom Clauber 

rformed experiments, have  testifie 

fore the legal ‘authorities in “Israel, 
Poland. Canada, the United States, and 
six West European countries. . The 
prosecutor said that the charges against 
Clauberg had also been substantiated 
through statements made by fofmer Nazi 
leaders. tt was regrettable, he added, that 
no leading West German physician had 
so far declared his readiness to act as 
scieniific adviser during Clauberg’s trial.

A photographic copy of special 
laws promulgaicd by the Egyptian 
Government against the Jewish popu- 
lation has been submitted by the 
World Jewish Congress fo the United 
Nations Secretary-General, Mr. Dag 
Hammarskjocld. 


In @ letter accompanying «the docu- 
ments Mr. M. Perlzweig, the 


permanent representative at the U.N. 
said that the special orders and 
proclamations conferred unlimited 


powers on certain officials to Sequestrate 
all possessions, businesses, and industrial 
enterprises, and, at their discretion, to 
dispose of or liquidate them with the 
consent of the Ministry of Finance.” 

Mr. Perizweig declared that “ virtually 
every Jewish-owned — enterprise 
significance had been taken over. 
Thousands of Jev ; had been @eprived of 
their livelihood. Some had been 
suspended without compensation from 
their employment, others had been pre- 
verted from following their professions. 

This had resulted in the economic 
situanon of Egyptian Jewry becoming 
“ nothing ‘less than desperate.”
